To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


ONGRESSMAN HILL'S efforts 

force Prohibition Commissioner 
Haynes into court for a legal test of the 
“fruit juice” section of the Volstead law 
‘maiie a readably humorous story as told 
by Mr. Ross in the Post-Dispatch of 
Oct. 22. Your subsequent editorial, 
“Anne Arundel Musings,” was in happy 


reaction thereto. 

But I wonder if the matter-of-fact 
reader of the Ross article and your 
comments thereon was quite able to 
see other than a joke at the expense of 
certain parts of the Federal prohibition 
statute in Mr. Hill's doings. There are 
a great many people who can laugh at a 
funny performance or the telling of a 


good story and never suspect that it is 
interwoven with a plot, or has any defi- 
u whatever. 

we 3 Perey are, in this case, that Mr. 
Hill is raising a question of the utmost 
importance in relation. to the Volstead 
act. The exposure of that measures 
hypocrisies, with consequent effect on 
public sentiment, is merely incidental to 
his main object, which is to put the law 
on trial for its constitutional life. He 
hopes to establish by court rulings that 
it is class legislation, and undoubtedly 
it is that in intent, as well as under the 
construction placed on the fruit-juice 
provision by the Prohibition Commis- 
sioner’s office and in the regulations in 
agreement therewith. It provides no 
percentage limit whatsoever for the al- 
coholic content of the farmer’s wine, 
cider or cordial, to establish cause for 
arrest or basis for conviction, apart from 
the determination of cause from the con- 
stitutional amendment itself. It must 
be perfectly clear to anyone that there 
could be no need of a 200-gallon fruit- 
juice privilege unless exemption from 
the one-half of one per cent maximum 
was intended, 

I called attention to this; feature of 
the law and the connected regulations

On a summer vacation trip 
to New York she cast about to see 
what her prospects might be there. 
On her first day’s round, she has 
told me, she was offered no less 
than six newspaper jobs, but none 
at more than $25 a week. The 
second day she accepted a more at- 
tractive offer with a press agent 
bureau. She was.sent on the road 
ahead of a Japanese opera com- 
pany which promptly flopped. Re- 
turning to New York, a manager 
whose star she had interviewed in 
St. Louis offered her a position on 
the magazine published by the Uni- 
versal Film company. In addition 
to this work she opened a publicity 
bureau of her own, handling work 
for a number of the more important 
stars. 

‘One night,” she tells me, ‘‘a girl 
friend and I were dining at a Chi- 
nese restaurant. She was then and 
is now, one of New York's best- 
known publicists. We were specu- 
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lating idly on how much money we 
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to ask us with a possibility of of- 
fering it. 

“The next day the Metropolitan 
Film Co, telephoned me. I thought 
it was in reference to another mat- 
ter on which I was dealing with 
them. When I reached the office 
the manager, whom I had seen once 
before, said that they were about 
to put out a star new to the films 
and that after looking all over New 
York for a press representative for 
her, he had selected me. 

“He asked me how much money I 
would want and quite idly I named 
the figure about which I had been 
building air castles the night before. 
Imagine my amazement when he 
accepted my terms. I went to work 
the next day and for six months I 
was personal representative for this 
star, after which I was appointed 
publicity director and -advertising 
manager of all the Metropolitan 
film output.’’
